Taul V. McNutt. war manpower chief, told the house agri- 
culture committee which is inquiring into farm labor scarci-

sponsored bill for allocating 
labor probably would be sub- 
mitted to congress soon. 

While remain In a silent on the ex- 
tent ot powers such legislation 
would embrace, he told newspaper- 
men ho disliked Uie terms "labor 
draft" and "labor coriacrlpUon." 
Penua^lon Kot Enou|l\ 
TcHlfylna before Uie commlllco 
yesterday, he said; 
. "Persuasion l.i not enough nnd 
there's not sufficient patrlotlo urge. 
I hope In the very near future Uiat 
certain rccomroendoUons will bo 
made. It's not nn easy task. We've 
never hid such IcglslaUon. CertaUi 
constitutional questions arc Involv- 
ed . The Job aheod Li a quesUon 
ot putting every man and woman 
In the place where they could coO' 
tribute moat to a speedy victory," 

He expres-icd Uic opinion Uiat 
compulsion would have lo bo, used 
with very tew persons In this coun- 
try, that the mere existence of the 
law would go a long way toward cor- 
recting condlUons, 

Turning dIrccUy to the farm la- 
bor problem. McNutt told Uic ag'

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BETWEEN THE LINES 
The Baruch committee's rubber report was 
an unusally Ironk. hard-hitting document. 
It told a groat many unpleasant truths In 
language which was easy to undoratand. 

The more one reads the published dlgc.it, 
however, the more disturbing appear some 
or the Implication* between the lines. - 

For example: The committee reported that 
four of the large rubber companlcj each had 
designed Its awn polymerlzatlaa equipment. 
That Is the plant in which butadiene and 
styrene are combined to make rubber. But 
the Rubber Reserve company ordered that all 
use a standardized type, representing a com- 
promise which "may or may not Incorporate 
the beat Ideas of each; on this point there are 
grave reasons for doubt." 

Well, onyway, we have a itandardlsed pro- 
cess. Or have we? 

The first of these plants was supposed to 
begin producing rubber In November. But, 
reading between the Baruch lines, we leam 
that none of the standardized compromise 
polymerization plants has been built yet. 

So there Is a 'question whether the first 
rubber will become available under the new 
" program even at the late date of November. 
Elsewhere in the report the committee refers 
to possible delay of as much as (our months 
' and says: 

"If this occurs, the production of Buna-S 
In 1043 will fall below 200,000 tons (the 
schedule calls for 400,000) and our supplies. 
. of rubber will be inadequate for mllltarV 
. needs." " 

On July 3, aays the report,. the Rubber Re- 
. serve company obtained an agreement by 
which four large rubber companies would 
■ make available to everybody tn the new in- 
. dustiy, technical Information on compound- 
' Ing methods. But then it took the war pro- 
duction board "six weeks of repeated cllort 
' ... to get this vital information released by 
the Rubber Reserve.". . , 

Who held up this vital program— the four 
companies, in spite of their agreement, or 
the Rubber Reserve company, a government 
agency?. 

Again: The digest recommends carrying 
out the current program, based largely upon 
petroleum, ond adding facilities to produce 
100,000,000 gallons of alcohol from grain. 

Does that mean that the committee con- 
siders grain to be as available a source of 
butadiene as petroleum, or Is it a gesture 
toward the grain raisers at the expense of 
the taxpayers? 

These are not all the botween-thc-llne 
questions left by' the digest and— we hope — 
answered in the full report not given to the 
public. 

They do suggest that the rubber picture 
Is oven blacker than the somber hues In 
which l3 was painted in the excellent report. 



SPEED LIMIT: 35 MILES AN HOUR 

Idaho motorists. In normal times, have 
been accustomed to driving at whatever 
speeds they preferred, because of the state's 
unusual motor vehicle code which requires 
them to drive "at a reasonable ond proper 
rate of speed, talcing Into consideration the 
condition of the highway, traffic and the 
vehicle being driven." Obviously, this require- 
ment offered a lot of latitude of which many 
motorists took advantage. 

But now. all this la out, at least for the 
duration. In keeping with recommendations 
by the Baruch rubber InvtsUgatlng commit- 
tee and the office of defense transportation, 
Oovcmor Clarl: has issued an exccuUve order 
reducing the speed limit on all highways In 
Idaho to a maximum of 35 miles per hour. 

In the governor's words: "it's the only 
thing for us to do. We all have to follow 
orders ond comply with the wishes of Uncle 
Sam these days." 

. Irrespective of what we may think of the 
way the rubber problem has been handled 
up to now. the tr^it altuatton Ilnally has 
been revealed and It becomes every Ameri- 
can's duty to assist In conserving rubber, be- 
cause it's another factor having a direct 
bearing on our winning the war. 

First it was tire rationing. How it's a na- 
tional speed limit. Next will come gasoline 
rationing. And we might Just as well recon- 
cile ourselves to It all, because the war will 
bring 'these and many more hardships, none 
of which wUl compare with those being suf- 
fered by th« men In combat. 

For that reason we have nothing to com- 
plain about. We should be more than glad 
to do our part.

It liaa been impossible to truce the leRliIatlve his- 
tory ol UiU parUculftr provision. It crept into Iho law 
during the excltlnic period when IcaUlators were de- 
batlns the political and coniroverslal liuue of con- 
ncrlptlon. But when P. D. R. dcclsrc-i that hla legal 
ndvlsen have Informed him lis can take almost any 
action under hLi "emergency powcra" It Is this decree 
which they have In mind. 

INNOVATIONS— PoUUclans on cnplLal hill are be- 
Slnnlng to pay clE»e attention to the far-reaching rt- 
forms which Rexlord Ouy Tugwetl has Introduced as 
governor of Puerto lUco. Ther suspect that he Is using 
the Island aa a laboratory for experiments which tha 
adrnlnlstratlon may apply to the mainland In tlie post- 
war period. 

The former Columbia professor, tliroush on alli- 
ance with certain raxllcal elements, has transformed 
our poucHlon Into a lodallstlo state, although he 
recently denied Uils Imputation before a senate com- 
mittee. But the fact remains that he has set up au- 
thorlUu which control agriculture, sugar manufac- 
ture. Industries, transportation, water resources, com- 
munlcatJons. banking and finance and land develop- 
ment. The "planned economy" which he tried to foUt 
on the United Slates has become a reality In his 
domain. And It should be noted that tlieic various 
agencies are directed by TVgweltlans. 

President noooevelt. as the record reveals, sponsored 
slhillar Innovations In this country wlUi tlie T. V. A., 
S, E. C. F. C. C. and P. W. A. But ho never went to 
tha lengths that Mr, Tugwell has gone. Now, because 
of the streas of war. P. D. R. has soft-pedaled tlieso 
projects. But his permltUng the erstwhlte brain trust- 
er to enact them nn our doorstep suggests they may b* 
pursued wen more doggedly when the axis has been 
defeated. 

INDIGNATION— BouUiem memberi of coriirrcia are 
up In arms concerning Governor Tlig«'Bl!"» land pro- 
gram and Its avowed Implications tor their itatcs. Tliey 
have obt«incd copies of his latest report to Secretary 
Ickcs In which the Caliitnbl& aavant openly declares 
he hopes to Impose the same system on Dixie. 

Olscutslng the undertaking In which he Is breaUns 
vast ettat«a Into 6 00- acre farms for tenant farmers, 
Mr. Tugwelt lald: 

- "Somewhere along the line we had lost Mr. Ivy 
Duggan, for what reason I do not know. He simply 
atoppcd answering commuolca lions and did not at- 
tend the second hearing (on the breakup proposal).

That liaison and hii excellency's com- 
parison of condlUons In Uio dependency wltli tlioae 
below the Mason and Dixon's line account for the In- 
dignation of the Southerners.

STATE'S BtOHTS AND THE NEW DEAI, 
One wonders that Attorney General Bert MlUer. who 
la running for reelection on the Democratic ticket, has 
had tho nerve to drag the state of Idaho Into a suit 
with tho United SUtea on a queaUon ot states rlghta. 
Doesn't he know that to quesUon the authority of 
Waahlngton Is treason— or at least lese majeste? The 
New Deal has, by hook or crook, long since abolished 
states right- Tlie hook Is moetly hand-outs of our own 
money and the crook Is refusal of such hand-outs. Thus 
no aUle, not men Idaho dares even hint at rlgbts. The 
New Deal has reduced the sovereign states to depend- 
ent provlncca. yet here comes Bert Miller Wj^cstlons 
the rlghta of the Interstate commerce cpdimlsslon to 
permit tho Union Pacific railroad eomnitny to abandon 
Ita branch line from Montpeller to Paris, Idaho, a few 
mllca ot railroad entirely within tho bordcra of tho atato 
of Idaho. Miller argues that when Idaho was admitted 
as a ctate In ISSO, congreu ratined the Idaho consUtu- 
tlon and tfaat the consUtullon provides that "railroads 
operated within the sUlo borders are to be within ha 
control oC the Idaho leRUlature." He therefore demanda 
that this appUcaUon for abandonment or that future 
appllcaUons on llnca operated solely within the stAte 
be returned to the state, it probably won't be but It la 
possible tha Interstate commerce commission ma^ 
dodse the question and deny the application. But the 
New Deal will not overlook Bert Mlller'a ner^'e— or. at 
least, will make evident to htm Its displeasure o%'cr hU 
defiance,— Pocatello TVlbune.

SAFETY DEPENDS ON OOOPER- 
A'nON 

During A crisis the satety ot little 
children might depend upon ttielr 
cooperation with older people. Uttle 
ones do not understand what we 
mean by that word, so It Is quite 
useless to talk to them about It. We 
have to train them In such a fashion 
that their cooperation with t 
tho natural way of doing. Ihla Is 
easier to say than to do. 

Children of 3 and 4, and i. ar< 
Infanta and Uiey are not children of 
roiponslblo age either. They havi 
begun to think and to act as Indl' 
vlduals wlUt a wtll and a wbh of 
their own. but these powers on 
balanced by reason and judgment. 
We have to supply thL^ balance ar 
best we may,' excepting UtUe undei- 
sLundlng of our motlvc.i. 

Begin by Retting the child on youi 
side, maklne him llko you. He li 
nij-lng No to mo.it ot what yoi 
would have him do. Don't argue; 
dont reason with him; go iiLi way 
far enough to get lUs point ot view 
and then head back to where you 
and he have to stjind.

He Lt busily cngngcd In piny, his 
lie longings npread about, and the 
clock warns that time Is closing In;

In- 
stead of worrying about what his 
hands and feet are doing we should 
be bending every energy toward 
discovering what his mind la doing.

CLAPPER'S OBSERVATIONS 

NATIONS AT WAR 




WASHINGTON. Sept. 33— This is 
something I never expected to write. 

For the first time since I have 
been reporting In WashlnKton. I 
believe we are in danger ot going 
over to dictator- 
ship. 

I don't mean 
,tha temporary, 
quasi - dictator- 
ship tluit war al- 
ways brings to a 
brief life. I mean 
dictatorship, pe- 
riod, 

■ There can be no 
Immediate return 
to normal when 
the fighting stops- 
It congtesa can- 
not recover Its 
sense of rc.iponal- 
hlllty and Its Independence from 
prcMuro groups like tho ravenous 
farm lobby, It will bo no more ca- 
pable of dealing with reconstruction 
than It la capable of dealing with 
WOT problems. 

We are seeing before our eyes the 
breakdown ot legislative govern- 
ment. Congress is not legislating. It 
Is carrying out the orders of a hand- 
ful ot farm lobbyists who hover 
around tho halls at the capital and 
give their orders. They are the con- 
gress— people you never elected nnd 
whose names you probably don't 
even know. It lias tieen going on a 
long time. Now It has reached de- 
fiance of an urgent need to hold tlie 
economy Ot tho country In biflance- 
To see this thing happening at a 
crltliAl time like this Is an appalling 
event which sends aahudder through 
yoiu- frame If you want to keep this 
a democracy. 

Time and again I have said Uiat 
dictatorships rise up out of the dc 
cayed nilns of a parliamentary gov- 
ernment- Time and again I have said 
that those who accused President 
Roosevelt of trying to be come a dic- 
tator were silly. They were allly ' 
long as we have a strong, healthy 
congress which did not hove to cat 
out of the tiand of one lobby. 

I have never ae^n any danger In 
delegating power so long as the 
agency delegating It Is In good 
health. Modem government requires 
quick decisions and flexibility not 
easUy provided by the leglslatlvo 
process. But strong oxecuUrtf-power 
must be kept In a framework ot pol 
icy set by tha legUIatlve bfanch. 
Oongrest la daring President Roo(e- 
velt to put Us war powers to tho 
test tn a way that will mean Wtiite 
Bouse defiance of congress on a 
qtusUon In which the ptibllo Interest 
Is so overwhelmingly on tha Presi- 
dent's side that ho la the likely 
winner— and democratic machinery 
the likely loser. Congress Is risking 
destruction ot Its prestige and In- 
fluencs to a fatal degrea. 

Weeks ago when I wrote rather 
bitterly about concrtss and lU dcm- 



agoguery, some of my friends In ^ 
congress went Into pouts. I under- 
stand somo of the congressional 
ladles took out their liatchets also. 
Well, maybe I woa a little rough, 
and I piped down, because coming 
from Baptist parents I alwaya fig- 
ure that a fellow ought to have a 
clianco to repcnL But do we have 
to wait forever? 

I doubt If tha country will wait 
forever. No other eounti? haa been 
able to wait forever. One tine morn- 
ing after parliamentary government 
has fallf^. soma loud-mouthed fel- 
low In a uniform gctji up and an- 
nounces he Is boss and that you 
can call him II duce or der fuehrer 
and Ilka It. by Ood. 
■ Tho odd thing which every one ol 
us ought to keep In mind Is tliat the 
people like it— at first, certainly. 
These Qermans and Russians fight- 
ing at SUllngrad believe In Hitler 
and Uncle Joe. Tliey believe the ' 
Etrong man knows how to lead them 
to victory. They are glad that un- 
beHevers were jailed or slioU When 
government breaks doirn. people 
turn to the mon they tlilnk Li strong 
enough to put them right side up 
agoln. , , , I 

You know how this country turned 
to Mr. Roosevelt that morning In 
Marcti, 1033. Ho looked Uke the man 
who could save the country from 
chaos. He's still around. Some things 
have occurred recently that suggest 
h* Is getting Into the mood. Con- 
gress, you had better watch this. 
The people won't save ytju. Iheyll 
lot you go dowTi tho drain If that'a 
where you Insist on going, and they'll 
tie to Mr. Roosevelt aa they did in 
1S33. 

Congress, you are asking tor It. 
and it will be a sorry day for tlia 
United autea of America If you
